(3.)  TIjc  Calls  for  help  at  our  own  doors — 
the  support  of  preachers  in  remote  and  destitute 
parts  of  our  country — seems  to  possess  a  prior 
claim  upon  our  liberality.  Heathens  at  home 
have  as  much  need  of  the  Gospel  as  heathens 
abroad.  This  is  a  perfect  truism,  and  so  is  the 
converse  of  it  ;  heathens  abroad  have  as  mucli 
need  of  the  gospel  as  heatitens  at  home.  And 
what  is  the  inference  ?  Neglect  one  of  them  ? 
Surely  not.  Aid  both  according  to  your  ability. 
But  the  very  circumstance,  that  the  itcathen  at 
home  are  so  much  within  sight  and  within  hearing, 
give  them  so  greatly  the  advantage  over  the 
heathens  abroad  in  competing  for  a  share  of 
Christian  bencflcencc,  that  a  man  of  considcra. 
tion,  adverting  to  the  circumstance,  may  I  think 
very  safely  give  the  latter  the  first  place  in  his 
regard-^ ;  persuaded  that  the  heathen  at  home  will 
attract  the  regard  of  many  who  will  never  think  of 
the  heathen  abroad,  or  only  think  of  them  as 
having  a  secondary  and  distant  claim  to  atten¬ 
tion.  According  to  the  views  of  some,  the  wor- 
shippers  of  the  gods  of  llindoostan,  China,  Africa, 
<^c.,  should  be  left  to  their  idols  till  there  arc  no 
t«fwains  of  igtiorance  and  idolatry  among  our¬ 
selves.  When  any  one  argues  in  this  way  it 
might  not  be  improper  to  advise  him  to  adhere 
strictly  to  his  own  principle,'  and  abstain  from 
teaching  the  ignorant  oven  of  his  own  countrmen, 
till  he  has  nothing  more  to  learn  himself ;  to 
correct  no  errors  till  he  has  left  no  errors  in  his  own 
heart  uncorrected  ;  not  to  concern  himself  with 
the  spiritual  dangers  and  wants  of  his  brother  till 
he  himself  is  beyond  the  reach  of  danger,  and 
has  no  wants  unsupplied — for  “  Charity  begins 
at  home  !” 

Such  sentiments  are  sometimes  harbored  in  a 
latent  form  wlnjrc  nothing  of  the  kind  is  openly 
avowed  ;  but  so  far  as  they  operate,  they  cut  the 
sinews  of  exertion  in  the  most  glorious  of  causes

ADDRESS 

OF  THE  RIOIIT  RKV.  BISHOP  BBOW'NRLL,  TO  THE 
CONVENTION  OF  CONNECTICUT. 

My  Brethren  of  the  Clergy,  and  of  the  I-aity  : 

The  great  Head  of  the  Church  has  given  to  tis 
his  revealed  Word,  to  be  the  rule  of  our  faith  and 
conduct,  and  has  appointed  a  .Ministry,  to  declare 
his  Gospel  of  salvation  to  the  world,  and  dispense 
to  his  people  the  ordinances  which  he  has  ap¬ 
pointed  as  the  means  of  his  grace.  Much  that 
relates  to  the  government  and  discipline  of  his 
('hurch,  he  has  left  to  human  discretion.  Pursu- 
ant  to  this  dispensation,  we  have  now  been  per- 
mitted  to  assemble,  to  take  counsel  together  for 
the  welfare  of  that  portion  of  his  vineyard  which, 
in  his  providence,  he  has  committed  to  our  charge. 
Let  us  bear  in  mind,  then,  the  solemn  responsi- 
bility  under  which  we  act,  and  let  us  supplicate 
the  assistance  of  the  Holy  Spirit,  to  guard  us  from 
error  and  to  guide  us  into  all  truth.  In  all  our 
doings,  let  us  endeavour  to  a  llicrc  strictly  to  the 
rule,  and  to  the  analogy,  ol  God’s  r«!vcalc<l  word, 
and  to  the  practice  of  the  holy  Apostles  and  prim* 
itivc  Christians. 

Brethren, — it  is  good  for  us  to  meet  t.>gether 
on  these  interesting  occasions.  W’e  collect  use¬ 
ful  information  from  the  several  portions  of  our 
Zion.  We  animate  each  other’s  hearts,  and 
strengthen  each  other’s  hands.  The  devotions 
in  which  we  unite,  and  the  duties  in  which  we 
en"a"e,  serve  the  more  firmly  to  connect  us  in 
the  bonds  of  Christian  love.  .Vnd  if  the  Divine 
Being  shall  vouchsafe  to  bless  our  counsels,  we 
may  be  enabled  to  devise  salutary  measures  for 
the  prosperity  of  his  Church. 

For  the  furtherance  of  our  deliberations,  it  is 
provided  by  the  4.oth  (.’anon  of  the  General  Con- 
vention,  that  the  Bishop  shall  lay  before  you  a  | 
full  account  of  the  state  of  the  Diocese,  and  ofj 
ail  his  official  doings  since  the  last  annual  Con-  j 
vention. 

In  proceeding  to  fulfil  this  duty,  I  ought  not  to ' 
ifinit  mv  grateful  acknowledgments  to  the  supreme 
Being,  for  the  mercies  which  he  has  extended  to  j 
tliis  portion  of  his  (’hurch,  during  the  past  year.  I 
None  of  our  ('lergy  have  been  removed  by  death,  j 
and  no  special  visitations  of  adversity  have  come  ' 
iii»on  any  of  our  (Churches.  If  we  couhl  have  | 
wished  to  witness  greater  manifestations  of  zeal  I 
and  holiness,  and  to  have  seen  a  more  abundant  j 
harvest  crown  our  labours,  this  desire  should  in-  j 
cite  us  to  greater  exertions,  and  to  more  fervent  j 
intercessions  at  the  throne  of  grace.  I  trust  that  I 
the  great  body  of  the  (’lergy  of  our  Church  are 
gradually  advancing  to  a  liigher  standard  of  reli-  ] 
gious  zeal,  and  *  livelier  sense  of  the  responsihil- 1 
ities  and  the  duties  of  their  otlice  ;  and  I  have  the  ; 
satisfaction  to  believe  that  the  Clergy  of  Connect- 1 
iciit  are  behind  none  of  their  brethren  in  the  i 
fidelity  and  self-devotion  with  which  they  fulfil  I 
their  sacred  trust.  j 

During  the  pasf  year,  I  have  visited  and  offi¬ 
ciated  in  many  Parishes  in  which  no  candidates ' 
for  ('onfirmation  were  presented — owing  in  most 
cases  to  the  recent  period  w  itliin  w  hich  that  holy 
rite  had  been  administered.  It  had  been  my  in¬ 
tention  to  perform  an  c.xtensive  Visitation  in  the 
southern  part  of  the  Diocese,  in  the  course  of  the  j 
past  month,  but  my  arrangements  have  been  frus- : 
trated  in  consecpicnce  of  a  severe  lameness,  with 
which  it  has  pleased  Providence  to  atllict  me. 

Since  the  last  Convention,  I  have  administered  j 
the  rite  of  Confirmation  in  the  following  Parishes, 
viz  : — In  Hartford,  to  35  persons  ;  Hebron,  4  ; 
New  London,  6  ;  Poquatannock,  10  ;  Norwich, 
51  ;  Brooklyn,  14;  Ilumphreysville,  IH ;  Derby, 
7;  Brookfield,  20  ;  Hitchcocksvilic,  15  ;  Es.sex 
Borough,  8  ,  New  Haven,  18;  Milford,  8;  Stam¬ 
ford,  13  ;  Norwalk,  17;  Wilton,  8;  Fairfield, 
24  ;  Bridgeport,  23  ;  Stratford,  12  ;  Guilford,  1 1  ; 
North  Guilfonl,  10  ;  Glastonbury,  7.  In  all,  to 
3 15  persons. 

The  following  Ordinations  have  been  held,  dur¬ 
ing  the  past  year,  viz  : — On  the  Glh  of  August,  in 
Christ  Church,  Hartford,  Edward  Jones,  and  Gus- 
tavus  V.  Cmsar  were  admitted  to  the  Order  of 
Deacons  ;  and  on  the  5th  of  September,  in  the 
same  place,  they  were  admitted  to  the  Priesthood. 
These  persons,  being  men  of  colour,  were  ordain¬ 
ed  with  a  view  to  missionary  labours  in  Africa. 
The  former  has  embarked  for  England,  in  cxpcc-

1 
have  known  more  than  one  pastoral  connexion 
broken  up,  wln.*n;  the  (.’lergyman  possessed  un- 
douliti'd  talents  and  piety,  and  all  tlio.se  substan- 
tial  qualification.^  which  go  to  form  the  character 
of  the  faithful  an  l  useful  pastor,  but  was  thought 
deficient  in  a  pof  ular  elocution.  The  temporal 
condition  of  the  Parish  did  not  prosper,  perliaps, 
so  remarkablv  as  some  of  its  sanguine  mem¬ 
bers  could  desire — for  though  men  may  plant 
and  cultivate,  it  is  for  (tod  to  give  the  increa.se, 
and  he  doe.s  tlic<  i*.

Dis.sati.sfuction 
and  compl.iints  increase,  till  the  Clergyman 
finally  deems  it  expedient  to  rclinqui.sh  his  station, 
and  seek  for  sen  ice  in  some  other  part  of  his 
Master’s  vineyard.  Something  like  this  has  prob- 
ably  occurred  w  ithia  the  observation  of  most  of 
you  who  hear  me. 

So  far  as  changes  in  the  location  of  (’lergy- 
mcn  are  necessary,  they  are  to  be  submitted  to 
like  any  other  neces.sary  evil.  'I’hc  best  method 
of  prexenting  unnecessary  removals,  will  be  by 
rendering  the  pastoral  relation  indi.s.solublc,  un- 
le.ss  by  ecclesiastical  authority.  When  a  Parish 
is  able  to  s  qiport  a  Clergyman,  due  care  should 
be  ta'sen  lo  die  i.oii  .tifd  ibcii  the  settlemeni 
.sboiild  be  made  for  life,  and  solemnized  by  the 
appropriate  form  of  institution.

I’nder 
these  circum.stances,  they  xvill  geiieraily  be  averse 
to  the  formation  of  permanent  arrangement.s,  in 
the  hope  that  each  w  ill  be  able  to  .secure  the  ex¬ 
clusive  services  of  a  (’lergyman,  at  no  distant 
period.  But  there  is  still  anotlicr  cause  oftlie.se 
frequent  changes,  fur  which  no  such  ju.stificatioii 
can  be  urged.  I  allude  to  that  love  of  novolty, 
and  that  admiration  of  mere  popular  preaching, 
which  I  fear  is  too  much  a  characteristic  of  the 
present  times.

LIGHT - PEKFECTIOX  OF  THE  EYE - IIE.NEVOLEXCE 

OF  THE  DEITY. 

The  truths  now  positively  ascertained  with  res. 
pect  to  the  nature  of  light  and  vision,  are  perhaps 
those  in  the  wide  field  of  human  inquiry  which, 
acting  on  ordinary  apprehension,  most  forcibly 
place  the  individual  ns  it  were  in  the  presence  of 
Creative  Intelligence,  and  awaken  the  most  ele. 
vated  thoughts  of  wh?Ch  the  human  mind  is  capa. 
ble.  Had  there  been  no  light  in  the  universe,  all 
its  other  perfections  had  existed  in  vain.  Men 
placed  on  earth  would  have  been  as  human  exiles 
with  their  eyes  put  out,  abandoned  on  an  unknown 
ahore,  of  climate  and  productions  totally  now  to 
them  :  everv*  movement  might  be  to  destniction, 
for  their  perceptions  would  be  limited  by  the 
length  of  their  arms,  and  of  their  fearful  groping 
steps,  and  the  wretched  beings,  separating  when 
impelled  by  hunger  to  searcli  for  food,  would  pro. 
bably  scatter  to  meet  no  more.  But  the  material 
of  light  exists,  pervading  all  space,  and  certain 
impressions  made  upon  it  in  one  place  rapidly 
spread  over  the  universe,  the  progressive  inipres. 
sion  being  called  a  ray,  or  bentn  of  light.  The 
beams  of  light,  then,  from  all  parts  coming  to 
every  individual,  may  be  regarded  as  supplemcn. 
tary  arms  or  feelers  belonging  to  the  individual, 
ond  will  reach  to  the  end  of  the  univer.se,  so  that 
each  person,  instead  of  being  as  a  blind  point  in 
apace,  becomes  nearly  omnipresent : — then  these 
limbs  or  feelers  ha\e  no  weight,  they  are  never 
in  the  way,  they  impede  nothing,  and  they  arc 
only  known  to  exist  when  their  use  is  required  ! — 
But  this  miracle  of  light  would  have  been  totally 
useless,  and  the  lovely  paradise  of  earth  would 
have  been  to  man  still  a  dark  and  dreary  desert, 
had  there  not  been  the  twin  miracle  of  an  organ 
of  commensurate  delicacy  to  perceive  the  light, 
viz.  of  the  Eye ; — in  which  there  is  the  round 
cornea  of  such  perfect  transparence,  placed  ex. 
actly  in  the  anterior  centre  of  the  ball,  (and  cl.se. 
where  it  had  been  usqjess,)  then  exactly  behind 
this,  the  beautiful  curtain  the  iris,  with  its  pupil 
dilating  and  contracting  to  suit  the  intensity  o. 
light — and  exactly  behind  this  again,  the  crystal, 
line  lens,  having  many  qualities  which  only  com- 
plex  structure  in  human  art  can  attain,  and  by 
the  entering  light  forming  on  the  retina  beautiful 
pictures  or  images  of  the  objects  in  front,  the 
most  sensible  part  of  the  retina  being  where  the 
images  fall..  Of  these  parts  and  conditions,  had 
any  one  been  otherwise  than  as  it  is,  the  whole 
eye  had  been  useless,  and  light  useless,  and  the 
great  universe  useless  to  man,  for  he  could  not 
have  existed  in  it.  Then,  farther,  we  find  that 
the  precious  organ,  the  eye,  is  placed,  not  as  if  by 
accident,  somewhere  near  the  centre  of  the  per. 
son,  but  aloA  on  a  proud  eminence,  where  it  be- 
comes  the  glorious  watch.tow'er  of  the  soul ;  and, 
again,  not  so  that  to  alter  its  direction  the  whole 
person  must  turn,  but  in  the  head,  which  on  a 
pivot  of  admirable  stnicture  moves  while  the  body 
is  at  rest ;  the  ball  of  the  eye,  moreover,  being 
furnished  with  muscles  which,  as  the  will  directs, 
turn  it  with  the  rapidity  of  lightning  to  sweep 
round  the  horizon  or  take  in  the  whole  heavenly 
concave  ; — then  is  the  delicate  orb  secured  in  a 
strong  socket  of  bone,  and  there  is  over  this  the 
arched  eye.brow  as  a  cushion  to  destroy  the  shock 
of  blows,  and  with  its  inclined  hairs  to  turn  aside 
the  descending  perspiration  which  might  incom. 
mode  then  is  there  the  soft  and  pliant  eye-lid 
w’ith  its  beauteous  fringes,  incessantly  wiping  the 
polished  surface,  and  spreading  over  it  the  pure 
moisture  poured  out  by  the  lachrymal  glands 
above,  of  which  moisture  the  superfluity  by  a  fine 
mechanism  is  sent  into  the  nose,  there  to  be  evap. 
orated  by  the  current  of  the  breath  : — still  farther, 
instead  of  there  being  only  one  so  precious  organ, 
there  are  two,  lest  one,  by  accident,  should  be 
destroyed,  but  which  two  have  so  entire  a  sym. 
pathy,  that  they  act  together  as  only  one  more 
perfect ; — then  the  sense  of  sight  continues  per. 
feet  during  the  period  of  growth  from  birth  to 
maturity,  although  the  distance  from  the  lens  to 
the  retina  is  constantly  vaiy  ing  ; — and  the  pure 
liquid  which  fills  the  eye,  if  rendered  turbid  by 
disease  or  accident,  is  by  the  actions  of  life,  al. 
though  its  source  be  the  thick  red  blood,  gradual, 
ly  restored  to  transparency.  The  mind  which 
can  suppose  or  admit  that  within  any  limits  of 
time,  even  a  single  such  organ  of  vision  could 
have  been  produced  by  accident,  or  without  dc. 

_ and  still  more  that  the  millions  w  hich  now 

exist  on  earth,  all  equally  perfect,  can  have 
sprung  from  accident — or  that  millions  of  millions 
in  past  ages  w'ere  all  but  accidents — and  that 
the  endless  millions  throughout  the  animate  crea. 
tion,  where  each  requires  a  most  peculiar  fitness 
to  the  nature  and  circumstances  of  the  animal, 
can  be  accident — must  surely  be  of  extraordina^ 
character,  or  must  have  received  unhappy  bias  in 
its  education.

CURIOSITIES  OF  POMPEII. 

.\nothcr  rainy  day  was  w’cll  employed  in  the 
Museum,  examining  the  antiquities  of  Ilerculanc. 
um  and  Pompeii.  We  commenced  with  a  col. 
lection  of  gold  bracelets,  chains,  ear  and  finger 
rings,  6ic.,  most  of  them  rudely  massive,  partic. 
ularly  the  bracelets,  some  of  which  consisted  of 
a  double  row  of  rounded  masses  of  gold,  like  sec. 
tions  of  bullets.  In  one  case,  by  themselves, 
were  the  elegant  bracelets,  ear  and  finger  rings, 
and  neck  chain  of  a  lady  who.se  skull  and  bones 
are  shown  in  another  room,  together  with  im- 
pressions  of  various  parts  of  her  figure  in  the 
matter  by  which  she  was  smothered,  in  tho  villa  of 
Dioraedes  at  Pompeii.  She  had  taken  refuge  in 
a  cellar  from  tho  fallmg  a.shcs  or  fine  pumice  of 
the  burning  mountain,  but  by  a  reflux  of  the  sea, 
which  a  torrent  of  lava  had  driven  back,  the 
pumice  became  a  wave  of  mud,  and,  pouring 
down  the  w  indows  of  the  cellar,  overwhelmed 
her  and  some  others  of  the  family. 

Another  case  contains  a  curious  collection  of 
eat.'ibles,  which,  having  been  suddenly  surround, 
ed  with  melted  red  hot  lava  that  flowed  into  the 
stores,  chambers  and  kitchens  of  Herculaneum, 
were  converted  into  charcoal.  The  atmospheric 
air  being  excluded  till  the  lava  cooled,  prevented 
the  articles  being  reduced  to  ashes.  In  no  other 
manner  could  such  delicate  substances  have  been 
preserved  for  such  a  length  of  time.  Here  is  .seen 
the  charcoal  form  of  a  loaf  of  bread,  neatly  fash, 
ioned  into  radiating  lobc.s,  on  one  of  which  is  im. 
pressed  the  baker’s  name  ;  a  plate  of  eggs,  or 
rather  egg  shells,  some  of  wliicli  arc  not  broken, 
retain  their  natural  w  hitcncss ;  prc.served  in  glas.s 
vases  arc  samples  of  a  great  variety  of  carhoni- 
zed  articles,  found  in  stores  and  private  houses ; 
a  thread  net  for  boiling  cabbages ;  figs,  prunes, 
olives,  dates,  nuts  of  various  kinds  ;  retaining  the 
most  minute  characteristics  of  their  external 
forms,  though  all  reduced  to  one  quality  of  inipc- 
rishahic  charcoal.  A  bucket,  mortar,  basons,  skeb 
lets,  mugs,  cups,  &:c.,  all  of  silver,  richly  orna. 
mented  with  bassi  rclicvi,  fill  another  case. — 
.Vmong  the  ornaments  of  gold,  is  a  beautiful  little 
model  of  a  l.idy’s  riticule,  like  those  of  the  pro. 
sent  day.  Here  arc,  also,  a  variety  of  colors, 
such  ns  were  used  in  fresco  painting,  which  w  ere 
found  in  pots  in  a  painter’s  shop  at  Pompeii. 

One  chamber  is  filled  w  ith  a  vast  variety  of  ar. 
tides  made  of  glass,  of  which  substance  it  was 
supposed  the  ancients  were  ignorant,  consisting 
of  plates  for  window  lights,  bottles,  jars,  mugs, 
phials,  dishes,  cups,  lamps,  6cc.  Some  only  blown 
into  their  shapes,  others  moulded,  and  some  after, 
wards  ground.  These  glasses  are  of  every  pos¬ 
sible  form,  and  have  a  beautiful  mother-of-pearl 
appearance,  occasioned  by  the  heat  to  w'hich  they 
have  been  subjected.  One  ol  them  has  been 
carefully  cleaned,  and  is  found  to  be  precisely 
like  our  common  green  glass  ;  yet  there  arc  some 
articles  of  perfectly  white,  or  rather  colorless, 
glass,  and  others  of  a  fine  deep  blue.  'I'lierc  is 
a  great  assortment  of  little  glass  phials,  of  the 
kind  which  it  is  enstomary  to  call  larnjmatories, 
w  hich  were  found  in  a  shop  in  Pompeii.  An  at- 
tempt  to  catch  the  tears  of  grief  in  these  slender- 
mouthed  vessels,  would  cflectually  di.sturb  the 
sentiment  and  restrain  the  flood.  It  is  much  more 
reasonable  to  believe  that  these  little  vessels, w  heth¬ 
er  of  glass  or  earthen  ware,  which  are  found  inse. 
pulchral  vases,  w  ere  used  for  odoriferous  liquids. 
Here,  also,  arc  several  large  glass  vases  of  a 
globular  form  found  in  tombs  containing  bones 
and  ashes  of  the  dead — a  rude  kind  of  caster, 
made  of  lava,  containing  two  bottle.s — several 
glass  vases  of  mixed  colors,  black  and  white,  the 
white  being  in  oblong  blotches — tumblers  ofalong 
shape,  with  raised  knobs  and  depressed  grooves, 
or  else  indented  at  four  oppo*site  sides  into  great 
cavities — and  a  hexagon  plate  w  ith  flat  edges,  the 
bowl  resembling  our  soup  plate,  moulded  and 
perfectly  well  ground.  Altogether  there  are  two 
thousand  six  hundred  specimens  of  glasses.  In 
the  same  room  a  case  contains  a  variety  of  oh* 
jeets  of  wrought  rock  cry.stal,  a  spoon,  neck¬ 
lace,  A'C.  A  rcries  of  rooms  is  appropriated 
to  articles  of  kitchen  furniture  ;  there  are  various 
portable  fire-places,  most  of  which  have  hollow 
borders  to  contain  water  which  was  kept  hot  by 
the  fire,  (probably  charcoal,)  used  in  cooking, 
and,  at  the  same  time,  prevented  the  fire-place 
from  becoming  red  hot,  while  the  water  was 
drawn  off  by  a  stop. cock,  at  one  side  ;  cylindri. 
cal  furnaces,  also  double,  to  hold  water,  with  a 
kettle,  fitting  into  the  top,  for  boiling  and  stew  ing ; 
brass  stew.pans,  lined  with  silver,  and  pots  of  ev. 
ery  size  and  shape,  many  of  which  are  solid  sib 
ver,  but  generally  of  brass,  lined  with  silver,  as 
if  the  unwholesomencss  of  brass  and  copper  was 
known  ;  one  hundred  and  forty  bronze  candela, 
bra  about  four  feet  high  ;  confectionary  moulds 
of  various  and  beautiful  forms  ;  strainers  w  ith  sib 
ver  bottoms,  finely  and  beautifully  pierced  ;  an 
elegant  hand.luntcrn  ;  a  variety  of  bronze  scales  I 
and  weights  of  stone  ;  and  steelyards,  the  weights 
of  which  represent  busts  of  men  and  women  ;  and 
lamps  of  every  size  and  pattern,  suspended  on 
tripes,  in  groups  of  various  forms,  and  larger 
massive  lamps  that  w’ere  hung  in  halls  and  pas. 
sages. 

The  next  room  contains  about  two  thousand 
articles  of  bronze,  many  of  which  were  found  in 


temples,  and  used  in  the  ceremonies  of  sacrifice, 
consisting  of  large  and  elegant  vases  and  dishes, 
inlaid  with  silver;  a  multitude  of  little  domestic 
or  portable  gods  ;  a  tea  um,  exactly  like  those  of 
oiir  times,  with  a  lube  in  tho  centre  to  hold  a  hot 
iron,  surrounded  by  the  water ;  a  handsome  con. 
sular  chair.  Couches,  and  seats  of  honor,  which 
have  served  as  patterns  for  the  modern  fashions 
of  Paris  ;  a  water  bucket,  the  Imndles  of  which, 
in  two  segments,  hinged  at  the  centre,  constitute 
an  ornamental  rim,  studded  with  silver ;  and  a 
great  variety  of  mugs,  A:c. 

A  dark  room  contains  many  curious  and  some 
elegant  specimens  of  urfuor — helmets,  breast, 
plates,  shields,  axe's,  spears,  locks,  nails,  hinges, 
6cc.,  of  iron  and  bronze ;  and  iron  stocks,  in 
w  hich  were  fuund  the  legs,  with  the  skeletons  of 
three  men,  who  must  have  been  siirtcring  this 
punishment  when  the  city  of  Pompeii  was  des- 
troyed.  -A  splendidly  wrought  helmet,  fuund  in 
Herculaneum,  and  weigbi’ig  tliirty.tbree  pounds, 
too  large  and  heavy  for  use,  is  supposed  to  have 
been  made  for  some  ornamental  purpose  ;  the 
high.raised  figures  on  it  represent  the  Trojan 
war. 

Beyond  these  are  various  musical  instruments, 
of  bronze,  ivory  and  bone  ;  tables  of  laws  deep, 
ly  cut  in  brass  ;  ivory  tickets  of  admission  to  the 
theatre  ;  dice ;  brw*^  fish  hooks  ;  reticles  of  ivory 
and  bronze,  belonging  to  a  lady’s  toilet  table  ; 
bronze  mirrors,  A:c. 

Finally,  <»ther  apartments  are  filled  with  an  im. 
mense,  elegant,  and  varied  collection  of  vases, 
made  of  baked  clay,  of  all  sizes,  and  in  eveiy  im. 
aginablc  form,  ornamented  with  figures,  many  of 
w  hich  are  beautifully  outlined,  and  descriptive  of 
histories,  fables,  and  festivals.  These  va.scs  ser. 
ved  as  articles  of  decoration  in  dwelling-house.s, 
and  w  ere  afierwards  entombed  with  their  owners, 
ns  represented  in  small  models  of  tombs,  in  the 
same  apartment.  Two  of  these  vases  are  very 
large,  and  the  figures  on  them  drawn  with  great 
beauty  and  accuracy ;  they  were  purchased  for 
this  c.abinet  for  eleven  hundred  dollars,  and  one 
other  for  no  less  than  four  thousand  five  hundred 
dollars.  Here  arc  various  drinking  cups,  shaped 
I  like  the  heads  of  sheep,  horses  and  birds. 

'File  walls  of  two  large  apartments,  on  the 
ground  floor,  arc  covered  with  fresco  paintings 
taken  froir.  Por^pcii.  the  rooitw  contains 

such  pieces  us  w  ere  procured  on  the  first  discov. 
ery  of  the  mysterious  city;  which,  happening  to 
be  in  a  part  inhabited  by  tradesmen,  did  not 
furnish  the  most  elegant  specimens  of  the  arts. 
The  judgments  which  were  consequently  propa. 
gated  from  one  antiipiariuu  critic  to  another,  were 
unfavorable  to  the  ancient  painters,  who  were 
pronounced  inferior  to  cotemporary  sculptors, 
and  ignorant  of  grouping,  foreshortening  and  per. 
spective.  Later,  and  especially  recent  excava. 
tions,  or  rather  disintcroicnts,  have  fortunately 
been  in  a  direction  across  the  vineyard  to  a  more 
sumptuous  portion  of  tlie  city,  w  here  splendid 
temples,  halls  of  justice,  -theatres,  and  spacious 
•Iwellings  gave  occasion  for  the  best  employment 
of  the  arts.  Here  not  only  the  finest  statues  have 
been  fuund,  but  fresco  paintings  of  great  excel- 
lence  and  beauty  ;  particularly  four  of  a  square 
form,  on  a  circular  ground,  (formerly  part  of  a 
circular  room,)  which  are  of  uncommon  merit, 
and  most  docisiv'Ty  ine'tfate  tie  high  state  of 
painting,  as  it  was  practised  in  Greece  and  Italy  i 
in  the  same  period  when  these  statues  were  exe- 
cuted,  w  hich  evinced  sucli  perfect  knowledge  of 
the  human  form  and  th"  principles  of  grouping. 
The  best  of  these  paintings  have  been  only  re¬ 
cently  discovered,  and  prove  that  the  ancient 
painters  were  perfectly  acquainted  with  the  rules 
of  perspective  and  foreshortening.  I  have  no 
doubt,  from  these  beautiful  works,  done  on  w  alls, 
mostly  by  inferior  artists,  that,  on  other  occa. 
sions,  as  in  moveable  pictures,  their  best  painters 
must  have  painted  in  a  manner  to  correspond 
with  the  high  rank  of  their  sculpture,  and  the 
extraordinarj'  accounts  given  them  by  contempo. 
rary  writers. 

These  specimens  of  ancient  fresco  painting 
have  been  cut  out  of  the  walls,  where  they  were 
executed,  with  great  care,  and  transported  here 
in  strong  cases,  which  serve  as  frames.  When 
first  found,  they  arc  pale  auJ  dull ;  but,  on  being 
varnished,  their  colors  afh  brightened  up  to  their  ' 
pristine  hues,  and  exhibit  to  the  astonished  eye 
every  stroke  of  the  brush,  slightly  indenting  the 
fresh  mortar,  which  was  given  by  liands  that  per. 
ished,  with  tho  genius  that  directed  them,  nearly 
eighteen  hundred  years  ago,  yet  appearing  as 
the  rich  and  mellow  pencilling  of  yesterday. 
.Most  of  them,  are  taken  from  shops  and  ordinary 
houses,  and  represent  all  kinds  of  objects,  drawn 
with  remarkable  spirit  and  truth.  Many  of  the 
better  kind  served  to  decorate  apartments  in 
which  there  were  no  windows,  where  they  must 
have  been  executed,  and  aflerw'ards  seen  only 
by  lamp-light.  But  the  best  were  found  in  the 
porticos  of  open  court-yards,  or  on  the  walls  of 
dining  rooms  or  saloons.  In  looking  closely  I 
into  these  I  was  surprised  to  find  such  spirited  ^ 
execution  and  knowledge  of  anatomy,  combined 
with  the  most  exquisite  beauty,  perfection  of 
drawing,  coloring  and  e.vpression  of  character.
